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Thomas Bedford's 
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H A T Edzmad Arnold Eſquire, by his Will Dated the ſixth of May, 1675. having given ſeveral Legacies, did be-- 
- queath the reſt and reſidue of his Money and Perſonal Eſtate, after his Debts paid, and Funerals diſcharged, to 
and amongſt his Kindred , according to their moſt need ; to be diſtributed amongſt them by his Executors, with 
the aſſiſtance of his Cozens Edward Buncher, Tobn Steere , and John Buncher the younger ; ſaving ſuch Legacies 


as he ſhould by his faid Will, or any Codicil or Codicils, further diſpoſe of. 


And of his ſaid Will made Thomas Bedford Gent. Executor, and afterwards made two Codicils ; and ſhortly after (to wit, 
on or about the 27th of March, 1676.) dyed, leaving no Ifſue. 


That the faid Executor having proved the Wall, there were in Eaſter-Ferm, 1677. two Bills Exhibited m the Court of Chan- 
cery againſt him (one whereof was by Azze Carr the Teſtators Siſter, and by about forty others of the nearer Kindred, who 
deſcended from the Brothers and Siſters of the Teſtator, who were his Nephews and Nieces, and Children of Nephews and 
Nieces. And the other Bill was by remoter Relations (wiz. William Jenoway and Elizabeth his Wife, Robert Dickens, and a 


fit, by and with the allowance of Sir Sammel Clerke Kg , one of the Maſters of the ſaid Court, before whom the ſaid Ex- 


aforeſaid. | 


That in purſuance of the ſaid Decree, the ſaid Executor did Accompt before the ſaid Maſter , who by his Report, bearing 
date the 20th day of February, 1678, did certifie, that there did remain in the ſaid Executors hands , the ſum of 1471 /. 16 5. 
io d. beſides the ſaid Debts and Securities which were to be diſtributed ; and did allow of the proportions to be diſtributed 
and aſſigned to the ſeveral perſons, as therein were particularly mentioned. Which Report was afterwards (viz. upon the 
26th day of February, 1678) confirmed by the Decree of that Court. And in obedience to the ſaid Decree , the ſaid Mr. 
Bedford the Executor did long ſince aQually pay to the ſeveral pzrions the ſeveral proportions, and alſo afligned the ſaid Debts 
and Securities, as by the ſaid Report and Decree was directed. | 
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That the ſaid William Jenoway, and Elzz.abeth his Wife, Robert Dickens, and others of the remoter Relations,(which were 
| out of the degrees limited by the faid Decree) have Appcaled from. the ſame to the Houſe of Lords, and the deſign of 
their Appeal is to be let in to have aſhare of the ſaid reſidue.
